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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings filed 8/22/03 are acceptable to the examiner. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 8/22/03 has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by applicants 
admitted prior art (figures 5A, 5B and corresponding disclosure). 

Re claim 1 : Applicants admitted prior art teaches all the structure related to the claimed 
invention, i.e. a medium (10), a hub (12) a hub adaptor (14) and a rotary shaft which as 
depicted in figure 5B is directly attached to a motor (16). Pages 1-3 of applicants' 
disclosure discuss a method in which the arrangement is placed together to position the 
medium. Clearly each member when attached to the corresponding member has some 
eccentricity there betvyeen, i.e. the eccentricity between the disk medium and the hub, 
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the eccentricity between the hub and the hub adaptor and the eccentricity between the 
hub adaptor and the rotary shaft. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The claimed method as set forth in claim 2/1 that determines the directions of 
eccentricity of the disk-shaped medium, the hub and the hub unit by rotating the hub 
adaptor, without fixing the hub to the hub adaptor, in a prescribed angle with respect to 
the rotary shaft is neither taught by nor an obvious variation of the art of record. The 
limitations of claims 3-6 depend on the limitations of claim 2. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Suzuki et al. uses a counter weight to mitigate eccentricity. 
Pfeiffer et al. uses adjustable rings to balance a spindle assembly. Yoo et al. teaches 
the use of sensors to position a disk with respect to a spindle. Shiraishi et al. uses a 
plurality of actuators to position a disk on a spindle.
